Questions Considered Were Arrears of Taxes, Taxpolls, Consultation 
With Bondholders, the Moratorium, Sinking Funds— 


Delegation

Premier Stewart and 


Members of Cabinet 


‘ 

Premier Stewart and members of 
his government held a conferenze yes- 
terday with representatives of Alber- 
ta cities, for the discussion of muni- 
cipal affaira and problems. As the re- 
sult the following requests were made 
to the provincial government, and in 
all cases were favorably received: 

Beginning w.th 1918, property in 
arrears for current taxes to be liable 
for eale six months after the end of 
the year, and that the period of re- 
demption be limited to one year, after 
the date of the sale. All land not bid 
in to become the property of the city. 

That alternative powers be given 
and provision made in respect to ad- 
vertising tax gales, either by advertis- 
ing In a newspaper as given under the 
statute or by making a list of the lands 
to be sold in book form. That changes 
be made whereby descriptions of lots 
could be summarized. 


Selling for Taxes 

That alternative powers might be 
given in dealing wity land in arrears 
for taxos, either by le by auction 
with one year to redeeM™, or that tax 
sale certificates could be issued which 
would run for one year-—-sameée as 
now issued in Calgary. In either case 
the period of redemption would be the 
same, but it should be made compul- 
sory under any act brought in for the 
purpose to use one or other of the 
two systems. 

That there should be a rrovincial 
act setting up the machinery where- 
by cities anu municipalities could con- 
sult their own bondholders, The act 
ehould make regulations for what 
would be necessary in such case, as 
voting by proxy, taking of minority 
votes, and ail that would be required 
for the bond-holders of any city or 
town, etc., to be consulted. 

Moratorium 

That participants of protection un- 
der the Moratorium act should be 
limited to sen on active service and 
their dependents—this to include con- 
scripted men, 

That authority be given to cities 
and towns to reorganize the calcula- 
tion of their sinking funds on a basis 
of a uniform final maturing of all 
existing city bonds and debentures in 
the year 1968. If granted, the sinking 
funds on the 50-year basis would be 
absolutely paid to sinking fund trus- 
teeg in cash each year, just as deben- 
ture interests are paid. At the matur- 
ity of the respective debentures the 
amount by which the sinking fund in 
respect of the debentures is short, 
would be raised by the iss of de- 
bentures for the balance of the 560- 
year term, such debentures to be guar- 
anteed by the provincial government. 

The representatives of the Alberta 


citles who were resporsible for the 
above met Premier Stewart and 
members of his government in con- 
ference during the morning of Wed- 
nesday. Subsequently there was an 
adjournment, during which the civic 
selagevis placed their ideas and pro- 
posalg into concrete form, and they 
were then presented to Premier Stew- 
art at another conference held at 


4 p.m. 
Outlines Proposals 
Mayor Evans, who was chosen a8 
chairman of the deputation. outlined 
the proposals of the delegates, and 
Promier Stewart premised the sym- 
yathetic consideration of himself and 
ministry. As a matter of fact, sev- 
eral of the requests were along lines 
Suggested by the premier, as it is un- 
derstood that a bill for the uniform- 
ity of tax enforcement in the munici- 
palities will be brought before the 
house this session. 
In regard to the proposals to limit 
the protection given under the Mora- 
torium act to only those on active 
service, and their dependents, the 
premier asked if ghere was any objec- 
tion to including men _ conscripted, 
and the delegates replied there was 
not. The premier pointed out that 
it was necessary. as at the present the 
act only provided protection for vol- 
unteers, 
Considerable discussion took place 
on the subject of the proposal to 
for the longer and uniform maturing 
of city bonds and debentures, and the 
premier said that frankly he thought 
it might be the only way out for them. 
Further Discussion 
Proceeding, Premier Stewart said 
he thought it would be well that a 
smal] committee of one representa- 
ilve from each city should be ap- 
pointed to discuss the matter further, 
and he would be pleased to have Mr. 
Mitchell and Mr. Gariepy represent 
the government on that committee. 
It was a thing that they had to con- 
gider seriously and get down to rock 
bottom, He thought that iney were 
on the right track by taking hold of 
the matter fearlessly and honestly, 
a it was quite clear to all of them 
that they could not take care of their 
maturing lHabilities. The premier 
then cited an instance of how the 
province had ratified an agreement 
between Claresholm and its bond- 
holders, and this was what they were 
trying to do, only in another way. 
In further commenting upon the 
proposal, the premier said that an 
effort should be made to communi- 
eate with the bondholders, and on it 
being pointed out that it would be ex- 
tremely difficult to do so, said that at 
‘east the brokers should be commu- 


nicated with.

For Dominion House 

The premier thought the Dominion 
Farliament would be the best place 
to go with the matter—that would be 
the cities and towns would go to the 
Dominion house supported by_ the 
provincial government. They did not 
want to repudiate their debts, but 
only wanted time to pay. He would 
not promise that in any way the 
province would guarantee their ac- 
counts, The premier, in explaining 


why he thought the Dominion gov-! 


ernment should deal with the matter, 
said thet by outside bordholders the 
Dominion house was regarded as the 
parliament of Canada and any legis- 
lation by the Dominion house on the 
subject would come with greater 
force than from the provincial gov- 
ernment. R 
Liquor Act Fines 

Several other matters which effect 
the cities were discusseed by the Pre- 
mier. In regard to the application that 
the citles should share in the fines 
imposed for breaches of the liquor act, 
the Premier said that the government 
was exceedingly anxious to enforce 
the act. At Calgary, recently, when 
talking with the chief of police, he 
was told that tne city police there only 
reported cases of infraction of the 
liquor act to the provincial police and 
left them to follow up the cases, If 
this method was followed they would 
never get anywhere, and if it was be- 
cause the cities did not receive any 
portion of the fines, he would like to 
discues the matter further. What he 
would Iike to see in regard to the act 
was the enforcement of it in the 
cities left in the hands of the city 
authorities. 

Both Ald. Ruttle, of Calgary, and 
Mayor Hardie, of Lethbridge, guar- 
anteed that if this was done the act 
would be thoroughly administered in 
their cities, and if necessary the po- 
lice force increased to meet the cir- 
cumstances, 

The Premier said that the matter 
would have to be gone into in detall 
later on, but he could assure them 
that he was sympathetic to their ap- 
plication. 

Motor Vehicle Fets 

In regard to the elties retaining 
fees of licenses for auto trucks, ete., 
whose work lay entirely within the 
city limits, the Premier said that all 
he could promise was that the matter 
would be gone into. He added that 
the government was almost commit- 
ted to a sort of promise that the au- 
tomobile money should be set aside 
in a trust fund for to be used in im- 
roads in the 


proving highways and 


The Premier went on to say that 
previously the cities had not asked 
for this money, whereas some of the 
muniicipalities had been most insis- 
tent, The answer that he always gave 
was that as the cities did not ask 
for it it would be hardly fair to give 
it to the municipalities and that they 
should be satisfied without it. 

Mayor Brown, of Medicine Hat, sald 
that the Premier had been very good 
to them and he thought that they 
could well afford to support the Pre- 
mier in this matter. 

Hon. C, R. Mitchell remarked that 
every dollar spent on roads leading 
into the clty was as good as a similar 
amount epent in the city. 

Mayor Evans, however, suggested 
that they might set aside a portion 
for city roads. 

School Affairs 

Some discussion then occurred on 
school affairs, and the Hon. J. R. 
Boyle, Minister of Education, said 
that a survey was being made for the 
purpose of ascertaining how many 
children from the country’ districts 
were securing thelr secondary educa- 
tion at the expense of the cities. An 
endeavor would be made to formulate 
a scheme whereby each district should 
bear the whole burden of the educa- 
tion of its children, 

Mayor Evans said that the survey 
should include primary education as 
well, as the same contention applied, 
that the country children were ob- 
taining it at the expense of the cities. 

Mayor Brown raised the question 
of the Dominion school lands and said 
that he thought they should be put 
to greater revenue-producing pur- 
poses than at te present time, 

Without any definite recommenda- 
tlon being made on the matter, it was 
generally agreed that a fresh system 
of dealing with the schoo! lands was 
necessary. 

Before the adjournment Mayor Ev- 
ans asked all the civic delegates pres- 
ent that they should carry on an edu- 


cational campaign among the mem- 
berg of the provincial legislature from 
their respective districts, in order that 
when the matters which had been dis- 
cussed came before the House they 
should be dealt with fairly.

From now on shippers of perishable 
goods from te city during the winter 
months will wave the opportunity of} 
using the board of trade as a clearing 
house, where, as the demand arises, 
shipments to different points will be 
arranged for. By this means they 
will not be able to ship during the 
coldest months when previously it has 
been impossible, but also tn emaller 
lots than it was possible to do other- 
wise. 

Thoso who had perishable goods to 
send out have always been handicap- 
ped by the fact that during January 
and February, usually the coldest 
months of the year, the railways have 
withdrawn their heated car service, 
as they could glve no guarantee that) 
shipments would not be damaged. : 


Mid-winter Months. 


However, !f there was a shipmen\ 
of 12,000 lbs, to be sent out, the rall- 
ways would usually make arrango- 
ments for taking the freight. This 
amount {s generally too much for the 
average shippers to make up in- 
dividually, and therefore the practice 
has been to rush out as many ship- 
ments As poselble before the heated 
car service was taken off. 

The proposal of the board envolves 
the co-operative idea, When a man 
has some of this class of goods to send 
out during the winter he will notify 
the board of trade offices, giving the 
quantities ang destination, etc. By 
this means all the smal) shipments 
will be brought together in sufficient 
quantity to secure the special railway 
service. The board of trade will ar- 
range for the providing of the cars by 
the railways, endeavor to make up 
shipments when it is particularly de- 
sired to make up car loads for special 
points, and in every way possible en-

International League's Birthday 

January 4th was the thirty-fourth birthday of the International 
league. Let us hope it will have many more, and that the possibility 
of ite closing down will pass quickly and forever, The International 
league was launched as the Hastern Association at & meeting held in 
Philadelphia on Jan. 4, 1884. It retained that name for three sea- 
sons, but in 1887 the name was changed to International Associa- 
tion, In 1891 the old name was restored but was changed to Eastern 
league the following year. It retained that title until 1912, when it 
became the Internutional league. The circuit has had many vicissi- 
tudes in its long history, and at the present time faces one of the most 
eritical situations in its career. The Internatjonal was going along 
ewimmingly until the Feds broke in and spilled the beans. It has 
deen more or less rocky going for the circuit ever since, Trenton won 
the first flag of the league ih 1884. The New Jersey capital has long 
since vanished from the league's map, and fozens of other cities have 
since entered the ranks and have dropped out again, Detroit had an 
‘ International league club !n the early days and captured the bunt- 

ing In 1889, and Philadelphia was represented in 1892.

RAILWAY BOARD 


SEEKS ORDER TO 
RE-ADJUST LINES 


Want Branch Tracks Taken Up 
to Replenish Main Arteries 
—20,000 Men Needed 


Montreal, Jan. 9.—In order to se- 
cure the rails required to keep the 
main arteries of traffic in good con- 
dition, it was decided at a meeting 
of the. Canadian railway war board 
held yesterday here to petition the 
government to take up the metal on 
the lines that are not vital. This work 
will entall the removal of 1,500 to 
2,000 miles of rails and the govern- 
ment will be asked to hold over cer- 
tain classes of labor continually pass- 
ing through Canada to Europe to 
handle it. Some 20,000 laborers wiil 
be needed and their wages, about 
$50,000 a day, will be spent in this 
country, , 

The Canadian railroads board, in 
view of the growing scarcity in food 
supplies and the imperative necessity 
that Canada produce every bushel of 
grain possible, has addressed the food 
controller, asking that he use his in- 
fluence with the government to have 
sufficient of this labor rétained here 
during the next summer in order that 
all farms may be worked to their 
capacity.

HOSPITAL SHIP 
SUNK BY ENEMY 
DESPITE, PLEDGE 


British Vessel Rewa Torpedoed in 
Bristol Channel—All Wound- 
ed Saved 


London, Jan. 9.—The_ hospital ship 
Rewa was torpedoed and sunk in the 
Bristol Channel on Jan. 4 while on 
her way from Gibraltar, it is an- 
nounced officially. All the wounded 
were saved. There were three casu- 
alties among the crew. 

The announcement follows: 

“His smajesty’s hospital ship Rewa 
was torpedoed and sunk in the Bristol 
Channel at about midnight on Jan. 
4, on her way home from Gibraltar. 
All the wounded were safely trans- 
ferred to patrol vesse.s. There were 
only three casualties among the crew, 
three lascars being missing. She was 
displaying all the lights and markings 
required by The Hague convention. 
She was not and had not been within 
the so-called barrea zone, as delineat- 
ed in the statement issued by the 
German government on Jan. 19, 1917. 

After making several charges of 
the misuse of hospital ships, which 
were denied specifically by the en- 
tente governments concerned, the 
Germans last year suspended the im- 
munity of these vessels in the Eng- 
lish Channel and certain other waters 
The British discontinued special mark- 
ings of hospital ships on the ground 
that they were mere'y rendered con- 
Spicuous thereby and were more lia- 
ble to attack. Last September King 
Alfonso of Spain intervened and suc- 
ceeded in obtaining an agreement 
from the belligerents for the free 
movement of hospital ships in speci- 
fied areas, 

Aimed at Red Cross, 

Cardiff, Jan. 9.—Most of the sur- 
vivors of the Rewa were landed at 
Swansea. Many of them were with- 
out clothing of any kind. The wound- 
ed were removed immediately to a 
hospital. 

The torpedo which sank the Rewa 
went directly through the Red Cross 
painted on her side.

He added that the attitude of tho 
Bolshevik! would not be influenced 
by the attitude of the allied govern- 
ments but that of allied peoples. 

Trotzky was asked what hope he 
himself had of a general acceptable 
peace, He replied that it was diffi- 
cult to say because the Germans had 
not yet veen offered a chance to make 
such a peace, but he was sure the 
Germans m weed It. 


Germans Descrting. 


The Russian foreign minister quot- 
ed German deserters as saying that 
the Germans were unable to remove 
troops from the eastern front in large 
numbers. They were removing them 
one at a time and the men, knowing 
where they were being sent, jump 
from trains in attempts to escape. He 
refterated the story that 25,000 Ger- 
man troops had deserted in the Kovno 
district, adding that the Germans can- 
not get their own men to attack de- 
serters and are trying to reduce them 
by starvation. 

Asked what terms he actually_honed 
to get, Trotzky refused to reply, and 
said, laughingly: “if we were realy 
logical, we would declare war on Eng 
land now for the sake of India, Egypt 
and Ireland.”
